DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on February 22, 2007 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed February 22, 2007 are 
acknowledged. 

3. Examiner acknowledges amended claims 1, 3, 27 and 29. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-2, 5-30, 32 and 35-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mishima, U.S. Pre Grant Publication 2002/0125819. 
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Mishima discloses a light-emitting device having a laminate structure on the substrate as a 
transparent electrode/ hole injecting layer/light emitting layer/electron injecting layer/backside 
electrode (see paragraph 0017). The reference also discloses that the light emitting layer 
comprises a host material such as poly(n-vinylcarbazole) derivatives, polyfluorene derivatives 
and may be used singly or in combination with other host materials (see paragraphs 0050-005 1). 
Paragraph 0046 of the Mishima discloses that the light emitting layer comprises a 
phosphorescent compound such as an ortho-metallation complex or a porphyrin complex and 
that phosphorescent compounds may be used singly or in combination with each other. 
Paragraph 0047 of the reference discloses that the ortho-metallation complex may be selected 
from transition metals from platinum, gold, iridium, ruthenium or palladium. Mishima discloses 
in paragraph 0008 of the reference that the light emitting device is excellent in luminance, light 
emitting efficiency and durability and can be easily increased in emitting area to be useful for a 
full color display. Example 1 of the Mishima reference discloses a poly(ethylene- 
dioxythiophene)-polystyrene sulfonic acid hole injecting layer that is disposed over the 
transparent anode. Claims 1-2, 5-30, 32 and 35-38 are product-by-process claims. Even though 
product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of 
patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its 
method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious 
from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made 
by a different process. Both the present application and the reference have the same structure 
with the same components. Additionally, both the present application and the reference have an

emissive layer. The manner in which the emissive layer was manufactured does not make it a 
different product from the prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed February 22, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the amended claims overcome the Mishma reference. The 
amendment of the claims does not add a positive recitation to the claims. The amended claims 
are product-by-process claims. The emissive layer of the present application has the same 
components of the emissive layer of the reference. The way in which the emissive layer is 
manufactured does not make the emissive layer of the present application different from that of 
Mishima reference. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
